Many G.I.’s wonder why s0 
many previous reports of im-

When the Chinese launched 
their big attack against the north- 
west front, it apparently caught 
the Americans off guard and, 
temporarily at least, reversing 
the trend of the Korean fighting. 


RAIN HAMPERS RESCUE 

SEOUL (AP) —- Allied forces 
struggled in a drenching rain- 
storm tonight to rescue rem- 
nants of two trapped American 
regiments on the sagging United 
Nations line in northwest Korea. 

The downpour hurt the Allies 
more than it did the resurgent 
North Korean Reds and their 
Chinese Communist comrades. It 
meant potent U.N. airpower 
would be curtailed, if not stopped 
until the weather. clears. 

A combined Chinese and Kor- 
ean Red counter-attack had sent 
the U.N. forces reeling back in 
virtually every sector of the 
flaming narthwest front. The 
Reds, at one point, were only 
47 miles north of their fallen 
capita] of Pyongyang. 

One U.S. withdrawal—on the 
west coast road—pulled a tank- 
led spearhead 50 miles back from 
its forward advance point 15 
miles south of Red China’s Man- 
churian border. 

After the downpour, Allied 
forces neither advanced nor re- 
treated. 

There was movement on the 
northwest front but A.P. corre- 
spondent Jack MacBeth said U.S. 
lst Corps spokesmen described 
it merely as “jockeying for posi- 
tion.” 

One South Korean unit was 
reported in contact with the 
enemy in the Unsan area. Army 
spokesmen did not elaborate. 

The Reds had dealt the Allies 
serious blows throughout the 
area. Much equipment was cap- 
tured by the Reds, including 13 
American tanks. 

Only U.S, Marines in the north- 
east were on the offensive. And 
their thrust was blunted by a 
fierce encircling move.

Chef To Hang 
For Ice Pick 
Wife Slaying 


WINNIPEG (BUP) — Walter 
Stoney, a 38-year-old chef, was 
found guilty today of the ice- 
pick slaying of a mother of six 
children and was sentenced to 
be hanged Jan. 17. 

The jury (Geliberated 35 
minutes. 

Stoney was charged with mur- 
dering Mrs. Martha Perrault, 30, 
his common-law wife, in a down- 
town hotel room last March 10. 

Police uncovered the slaving 
when they found Stoney lying 
injured by the railroad tracks 
next morning after he ap- 
parently had fallen off a train 
They went to his hotel room and 
found the woman's body under 
the bed. 

Several. times during the trial 
which opened Monday, Stoney 
tried to plead guilty but the court 
ruled he must plead not guilty 
and stand fair trial for the 
capital offence. 

On Thursday Stoney’s crown- 
appointed lawyer entered an 
insanity plea after Stoney took 
the stand in his own defencé and 
insisted he was sick and wanted 
to plead guilty. 

When Chief Justice FE. K 
Williams asked Stoney if he had 
anything to say before sentence 
was passed, the condemned man 
said: 

“Yes, will you send mv belong- 
ings to my cousin on Aberdcen 
Avenue.” 

Stoney is to be hanged on the 
same day as Henry Malanik, 
also found guilty of murder 
earlier in the assizes.

The ship’s cook, John Canic 
of Vancouver, is also missing. 
He was last seen clinging to the 
seiner’s cork-line and/ drifting 
out to sea, and is_presumed to 
have drowned. 

Another missing boat is the 
Maureen K and skipper Reese 
Riley, Port Alberni harbor- 
master. The boat was last seen 
off Pachena Point, south of 
Barclay Sound. 

The Delmar, with its crew of 
seven men, sank when the full 
force of a southeast 55-mile 
gale struck her broadside 
off the coast. The ship 
swamped and sank quickly in a 
heavy sea. 

Five of the crew aboard the 
wooden boat were rescued by 
another seiner in the area, and 
taken ashore to Carmanah light- 
house. All were suffering from 
exposure -to the frigid water. 
They leaped overboard just as 
the boat went down.

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TOKYO, Saturday (UP)— 
US. reinforcements streamed 
northward through peltiag 
rain today to bolster a defence 
line against 13 Communist 
divisions which have forced the 
Allies to fall back 10 to 530 
miles in North Korea. 

The Allied. command. .was 
moving up everything in reach 
to meet the Communist threat. 
The sudden. and menacing turn 
in the fortunes of war already 
had shattered all hope for an 
early end of the fighting, which 
may now last all winter. 

The sorest spot was the Unsan 
sector In Northwest Korea. In 
that area massed Chinese Com- 
munist and North Korean troops 
had battered the U.S. Ist Cavairy 
Division and four South Korean 
Divisions, Some 40,000 to 50,000 
Communists were massed in that 
sector alone, and military quar- 
ters feared they were readying 
another pile-drive assault. 

Troops totaling about a bat- 
talioni in strength were cut off 
Thursday night from the Ist 
Cavalry. Rescue efforts failed 
A U.S. 1st Corps spokesman, said 
500 or so men were unaccounted 
for after a like number filtered 
out through enemy lines. The 
trapped group could -no longer 
be “considered an active force,” 
he said. That meant they prob 
ably had beer killed or captured. 
LARGE CHINESE FORCE 

Although thousands of Chinese 
Communist troops were fighting 
the Allies and more were pour- 
tng southward from Manchuria, 
the United Nations high com- 
mand in Tokyo doubted that 
Communist China intended to zet 
into a full scale campaign that 
would lead to a Third Worid 
War. 

The official position was that 
the situation is “serious but not 
critical.” Nobody attempted to 
say where China was expected 
to draw the line in Korea. Of- 
ficers on the corps and division 
levels were more pessimistic 
than the high command. 

A spokesman for the US. Ist 
Corps said Allied troops gained 
nothing Friday, but neither did 
they retreat under pressure, 
That indicated any withdrawals 
were to. strengthen the line 
rather than as a result of com- 
bat, 

Heavy rain over the battle 
area Friday night posed a double 
threat to the U.N. forces. It 
could make the bad mountain 
roads unfit for moving up rein- 
forcements and supplies, and it 
could shackle the air forces. 

The U.S. 2nd Infantry Divi- 
sion moved into the battle zone 
along the right flank of the 
‘South Korean 2nd Corps. The 
2nd Division sent patrols as 
much as 50 miles into Commun- 
ist territory in the area south 
west of Unsan. 

Other Allied reinforcements 
were being moved up as fast as 
possible. 

Perhaps indicative of - Allied 
efforts to brace along new posi- 
tions in northwest Korea, the 
South Korean 8th Division was 
reported to have captured the 
town of Won, on the southeast 
bank of the Chongchon River 25 
miles north of Unsan. Korean 
army sources said troops of the 
8th Division had gone more than 
a mile beyond Won, 

The Allies aeld good positions 
along the Chongchon, and had 
three American and four Ko- 
rean divisions and the British 
Commonwealth Brigade to de 
fend them.

POPCORN AND PACKING 
BR THESE DAYS of inventive genius we are growing ac- 
customed to seeing things put to some other use than 
the customary one, so I suppose it isn’t too surprising to hear 
that someone has popped up with a novel idea for diverting 
popcorn from its seemingly predestined fate of filling up 
small boys to that of filling up packages for post. 

A'New York shipper hag proved that the stuff can be 
substituted for excelsior—not the “Excelsior!” that took the 
youth to the top of the mountain, but the kind that is used 
for tucking ‘up furniture, china and other fragile things 
destined for shipping. What's more, he finds that popcorn 
is cheaper. One pound of it will do the work of five pounds 
of shredded paper, thus saving as much as 75 per cent in 
packing costs and 30 per cent in mailing charge. 


WINS AWARD 

UCH A WORLD-SHAKING discovery deserves recognition. 

And the shipper, Harold Frick, got it in the shape of a 
spetial prize from the Society of Industria] Packaging and 
Material Handling Engineers. I think someone, in turn, should 
offer an award for the finding of a substitute “handle” for 
that society’s unhandy name. 

As it happened, the idea really started with Mrs. Frick. 
When her husband was serving overseas in World War Two, 
whe used to send him his favorite home-made cookies, packing 
them in a box lined with popcorn. Not a cookie was ever 
broken, and he wisely attributed that fact to the popcorn, 
and not to the cast-iron nature of his wife's cookies. 


‘ SUBSTITUTE STUFFING 

APART FROM ITS value as a bit of good news to shippers, 
that discovery of Mr. Frick’s will, no doubt, be welcomed 

by movie fans who go to see and hear screen products rather 

than to listen to popcorn. performances. In fact, it is fraught 

with great significance to fhe development of ‘the social amen- 

ities of silver screendom. Not in Canada, perhaps, to the 

same extent as across the border. 

In the United States practically every movie theatre en- 
trance, no matter how lush in ornate hangings and marble 
statuary, no matter how exotic in its atmosphere of pseudo- 
Oriental art, has its popcorn stand. To that ubiquitous shrine, 
devotees of the popcorn cult trickle out throughout the show, 
a trickle that becomes a racing tide during intermission time, 
when the human stuffing process reaches its peak. 


HOT AND BUTTERY 
ARMED WITH BAGS of the hot, buttered. stuff, they..flow 
back to their seats, punctuating the modern version of 
the perils of Pauline with miniature explosions as they rustle 
the paper containers, and wafting such a hot, buttery smell 
all over the auditorium that you begin to wonder if you are 
really in a movie or in a kitchen. 
Which reminds me that the news item from New York 


didn’t. make it clear as to whether the stuff to. be used for . 


packing will be in the hot, buttery state or just plain popped. 


CRUNCHLESS KIND 

THER GREAT MINDS have evidently been occupied with 

the pressing problem of popcorn, for just at about the 
same time the New York shipper was winning awards for 
his substitution, a Chicago firm announced another bit of 
good news for the folks in the movie row ahead—or behind. 
It was that somebody had taken the crunch out of corn ker- 
nels and crunchless popcorn is on the way. A _ noiseless 
variety had passed through the experimental stage and soon 
would be on the market. 

All that now remains to ensure peace for patrons during 
programs is for someone to take the crackle out of the cello- 
phane that wraps up the peanuts and chocolate bars and 
other packaged refreshment—and to put mufflers on persis- 
tent talkers.

Philosophy 


Of Today Said Out-Moded 


The current Canadian educa- 
tional philosophy is out-moded 
and nostalgic, Dr. John M. Ewing, 
principal of Victoria College, told 
Vancouver Island teachers today 
at a luncheon in Victotia High 
School. 

“It does not apply to the reall- 
ties of the 20th century world, 
because it is postulated on the 
existence of tranquillity and 
safety, and these are nowhere to 
be found,” Dr. Ewing said. 

The basic function of educa- 
tion, Dr. Ewing said, is to adjust 
the individuakto his environment. 

“Such adjustment must be to 
the real environment, not to a 
theoretical or idealized concep- 
tion of it. And since our environ- 
ment is not isolated and pro- 
tected, but is a war-torn and con- 
flict ridden world, our adjust- 
ment must be directed primarily 
to survival, with gracious living 
secondary,” Dr. Ewing said. 

Present education emphasizes 
the cultivation of personal grace 
and charm, sanctification of suc 
cess, automatic approval of 
meagre achievement, and “no 
failure, no hardship, and no toil,” 
he said. 

“A philosophy that will apply 
to the world as it really is must 
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stress clear, consistent, and real- 
istic thinking, a 


ability and willingness to work,” 
he said. 

To carry this theme into prac- 
tice, he’ continued, the teacher 
must insist upon the best of 
which the child is capable, and 
reserve approval for the finest 
conduct and the most genuine 
achievement. 

“T ask you to review your edu- 
cational philosophy in terms of 
this 20th century world,” Dr. 
Ewing concluded. “It is a world 

increasing menace and terrify- 
ing conflict, where the brute fact 
of survival has once more be 
come the crux and determinant 
of human destiny.”

ESTIMATE $200,000 

City Council some three years 
ago invited J. R. Grant, Van- 
couver consulting engineer to 
draw plans for a proposed 
bridge. The result was a plan 
for a three-lane roadway with 
an estimated cost of somewhat 
over $200,000.

Mr. Pearson long ago made it clear 
that he, as the principal envoy on many 
occasions for the Dominion of Canada, 
would speak out loud when necessity 
demanded it in support of those prin 
ciples upon which our way of life 
depends for its preservation. He has 
lived up to his original resolve. Nothing 
daunts him. He can be the challenger

That Scandinavian capital, of course, was 
considered as a neutral] focal point in the 
backwater of world politics. Sheffield, 
however, got the nod from the prime 
movers in preference to another neutral 
or satellite city because of its prominence 
as an important community in the pro- 
duction of heavy armaments In the lead- 
ing democratic country of the eastern 
hemisphere. 

All -this.is ofa pattern. But the 
rapid transformation of the Korean scene 
has changed the Kremlin formula. Even 
the Muscovites are now realizing that 
rearmament in the U.S.S.R. has been 
spurting uhead of civilian reconstruction, 
needed for the giant projects the Soviet 
government had promised its people for 
the second half of the postwar decade; 
and Stalin and Company may not relish 
the general awakening of 192,000,000 
citizens ‘who have been watching the 
growing strength and. determination. of 
the. United Nations. Sheffield, with its 
Yorkshire stolidity, therefore, is not 
likely to be fooled by the warming over 
of the “Stockholm Appeal.” Local fellow 
travellers, please note!

20 MY METHOD,” George Bernard Shaw 

once wrote, “ig to take the utmost 
trouble to find the right thing to say, 
and then to say’ it with the utmost 
levity.” 

Millions of theatregoers the world 
over chuckled at this formula, as pro- 
jected in Shaw's 55 plays. But the great 
Irish dramatist had a much more serious 
purpose in hig writings. He was a Man 
With a Message. His brightest epigrams 
dripped with acid. Thus did he hope to 
point up the foibles of mankind, to 
combat what he regarded as the social 
evils of his time. 

In his “Maxims for Revolutionists” 
he expounded (albeit, tongue-in-cheek) 
some ries which have passed from 
literature into the language: 

“The Golden Rule is that there are 
no Golden Rules.” 

“Marriage is popular because it com- 
bines the maximum of temptation with 
the maximum of opportunity.” 

“Criminals do not die by the hands 
of the law. They die by the hands of 
other men.” 

“In heaven an angel is nobody in

“Decency is Indecency’s conspiracy 
of silence.” ‘ 

“Hell is paved with good inten- 
tions .. .” . 

“Every man over 40°is a scoundrel.”

Sir Cedric Hardwicke, cast as 
“Caesar,” was the recipient of one par- 
ticularly delightful memorandum from 
the aging playwright.

Shaw wrote. “I have always found a 
little salt and warm water, gargled each 
morning, particularly efficacious.” 


r was the good fortune of this reviewer 
to have been in the Majestic Theatre 
in New York five years ago when a 
distinguished company presented a re- 
vival of “Pygmalion.” Included in the 
cast, in the role of the professor who 
sought to “refine” the pitiable flower 
girl, was Raymond Massey, he of the 
fanatically-rolling eyeball. 

The theatre rocked with laughter as 
Gertrude Lawrence enunciated (with 
elaborate correctness) the semanticist's 
lines: “The rain in Spain falls-mainiy on 
the plains.” And the house virtually 
came apart when, at her formal tea-party 
debut, «she in her” ‘stunning 
Cockney rebuttal: “Not bloody likely!”

strange gulf which divides us Canadiang . 


from our neighbors. 


Millions of Americans flock to see the 
home of their .greatest hero, *and the 
home of Robert E. Lee nearby, and now 
the home of Franklin Roosevelt. His- 
tory, or at least the myths of history, 
forever haunt the American mind, 


ESE people know and revere their 

past, even if .it is often distorted. 
No one can understand what they are 
doing in Korea at this hour, or why, for 
a century and a half, they tried to isolate 
themselves from such foreign adven- 
tures until he grasps the American pas- 


sion for the American earth and the men - 


who first wrung it from the wilderness 
and the Indian. tote 

Watthing the Americans’ reverence 
for these relics, a Canadian feels a 
certain humility, almost humiliation, For 
in Canada there is no parallel to Mount 
Vernon or the other American. shrines. 
We have done almost nothing to pre- 
serve our past. 


IOUGH we have produced heroic 

figures from our first days onwards 
we have refused to make heroes of them. 
We don’t even know where Champlain 
is buried. We thrust the body of sfont- 
calm into a convenient shell hole. We 
named a brand of beer.after Frontenac, 
a brand of men’shats after Brock, and 
the house of Macdonald, the chief maker 
of our natiop, has become the embassy 
of another,nation because we couldn't 
be bothered to preserve it. 

No people, I suppose, has so great a 
distrust'of heroes as.we Canadians, so 
complete a detachment from its origins, 
20 little knowledge of its own achieve- 
ments. So far as I know Mr, Mackenzie 
King was the first Canadian of impor- 
tance to see his place in the flow. of 
history and to make sure that future 
Canadians understood jt. Walking about 
George Washington’s home today, I 
realized that Mr. King had bequeathed 
to Canada a modest Mount Vernon, 


K.INGSMERE, outside Ottawa, now the 

property of the Canadian people, 
assuredly is a humble establishment 
compared to the huge and proliferating 
household of Washington. Washington 
lived in more spacious days with his 
troops of slaves, horses, coaches and 
hounds (but no bathroom, by the way, 
so far as I can discover). He was one 
of the richest men in America ag well as 
the greatest, an unusual coincidence. Mr. 
King was a relatively poor man until his 
later years and wouldn’t have acquired 
an estate at al] but for the kindness of 
friends. 


Nevertheless we have at Kingsmere 
the makings of a Canadian shrine. Mr. 
King’s image is too new to the public 
mind, his defects too well known, his 
political controversies too fresh for the 
early construction of a national myth 
but it will emerge, never fear—is emerg- 
ing already in such strange caricature 
that one can hardly recognize it a few 
months after his death. 


THs I take to be an important symbol 
of something under wa in the Cana- 
dian mind. It is only in the reader’s life- 
time that Canada began to become aware 
of itself and now it searches about for 
anything which seems to express its 
awareness. Mr. King is such a portent 
and in time, I dare say, the crowds will 
surge through his country house. 

A thoughtful man. who stands on the 
portico of Mount Vernon and gazes down 
the muddy bosom of the Potomac must 
ruminate on the curious chain of events 
which links Washington and King, two 
men so widely separated by time and 
temperament, 


One of the chief architects of the 
Canadian nation was the master of 
Mount Vernon, who had never crossed 
the Canadian border. Almost single- 
handed he made the American Revolu- 
tion—made it out of mud and the stu- 
pidities of British generals. And the 
Revolution bore two children—the United 
States of America and the Dominion of 
Canada. 


OUT the Revolution Canada 

would have been part of a continen- 

tal state. It became an independent 
nation, by slow and painful stages sinfply 
because it refused to remain part of the 
colonies to the south when they rebelled 
against the Throne. If he could walk 
about his gardens today. Washington 
assuredly would be surprised at the news 
that he had built not one nation but two. 


One of the decisive figures in the 
making of Canada was: William Lyon 


‘ Mackenzie, the “Tiny Creature,” whose 


comic revolution at York brought respon- 
sible government to our country. It was 
George Washington's country which shel- 
tered him in exile, where his daughter 
lived on crusts of bread and nearly 
starved before bearing a son who died a 
few months ago at Kingsmere. ~

FAIR PLAY. 
OF PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

As a property owner in Ward 3, 
Gordon Head district of Saanich Muni- 
cipality, I have been asked td sign a 
form of petition issued by the Cadboro 
Bay and Gordon Head Ratepayers’ Aséo- 
ciation requesting the government to 
approve the transfer of this particular 
area from Saanich Municipality to Oak 
Bay Municipality. 

In seeking good reasons for this step 
from supporters of this petition prac 
tically the only argument I can find is 
that it would be “a good thing” and that 
“Oak Bay would treat the area better 
than Saanich has.” It is a pity that 
nothing seems to be available from 
official sources and published in the 
press. It is a matter of considerable 
public importance that will no doubt 
affect the comfort and welfare of many 
people in both municipalities for years 
to come. 

One hears it said that Saanich Muni- 
cipality collects in taxes approximately 
$14,000 more from Ward 3 than it spends 
in that area; and that if Ward 3 joins 
Oak Bay, then Oak Bay will spend in 
the area all that it collects there and 
no more. That statement in itself indi- 
cates that Ward 3 is not going to be 
accepted in spirit by Oak Bay as an 
integral part of itself. 

What would happen to the additional 
profits from the sale of water? Oak Bay 
water charges are higher than those of 
Saanich and the more water one uses, 
the more unfavorable becomes the dif- 
ference. And then, how would Oak. Bay 
treat the-assessments on which it would 
apply its tax rates? It is possible that 
for some the taxes might be reduced, 
whereas for others the taxes might be 
considerably increased. 

The above occurred to me as only 
some of the questions that might arise 
in “the minds of those who have an 
interest in this matter, and I think they 
should be answered in a more or less 
official way on an authoritative basis, 
so that people are not invited to go into 
this blindly and, maybe, later develop 
real regrets.

If Canadian housewives detect a fishy 
flavor in cow's milk, and infants turn up 
their noses for the same reason, it will 
be because of a new cattle feed about 
to be marketed in Canada. : 

The British Columbia salmon industry 
describes the new cattle feed as a “fish 
soluble” which is recovered from the 
waste of oil and meal plants. Apparently 
the industry fears the fish flavor in 
milk because it states the new product 
“will have to compete with other basic 
cattle foods on its own merits.” 

As the food elements are recovered 
from waste, whatever this new venture 
brings will be a clear gain to the in- 
dustty, and it could probably be safely 
fed to non-milk-producing cattle. 

Farmers who keep one or two cows 
milking during the winter months, to 
provide a fresh supply of milk and cream 
for the table, are well aware of the flavor 
that creeps into the milk when the ani- 
mals are fed root crops—particularly 
turnips. 

Some farmers claim that when the 
milking cows are fed a heavy diet of 
turnips that there is not only a flavor 
but a very definite odor affecting the 
milk. 

We wouldn't want to discourage a 
new industry, but we would be inter- 
ested in learning how the British Colum- 
bia salmon packers propose to deodorize

_US. Speeds Production Of New Atomic 
Weapons For Use In An European War 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON (AP) -- The 
United States appears to be has 
tening toward production of spe- 
cialized atomic weapons and spe- 
cial tactics for use if the Rus- 
sians should attempt to invade 
western Europe. 

Without making it clear 
whether such weapons and tac 

° ttes-already exist in preliminary 
form, the air force said in a 
semiannual departmental report 
released Thursday night that it 
is “taking necessary action to 
develop further its capability to 
support the ground forces with 
atomic weapons.” 

And the army, in its report, 
said that new systems for 
guided missiles, recoilless weap- 
ons “and the family of atomic 
weapons are designed or being 
designed for use by our army.” 

The atomic weapons iamily 
ebviously includes, besides the 
explosive bombs themselves, 
such things as _ radiological 
equipment for poisoning areas. 

These broad hints contained 
in. the reports of the armed 
forces take on added significance 
when related to two other recent 
developments: 

1. The current effort of the 
North. Atlantic treaty organiza- 
tion countries to provide a mili- 
tary system that can cope with 
175 Russian army divisions. 
Numerically, that is far more 
strength than the pact members 


expect to have ready by 1953 
when the plan calls for about 
40 divisions on the central front 
of Europe. 

2. A statement a few months 
ago by Gen. Omar Bradley. ~hair- 
man of the joint chiefs of staff, 
that the atomic bomb..can_ be 
used as a tactical, as well as 
strategic weapon. 

The. tactic Bradley~-conceived 
was this: If enough ground 
forces can be mustered to man 
natural -barriers, such as rivers 
or mountain chains, they can 
compel any invader of western 
Europe to funnel his attacks 
through certain corridors. There 
will be the target for atomic at 
tack on ‘the invading troops. Con- 


centrated, compressed into rela- 
tively smal] zones, enemy divi- 
sions then become a “profitable 
target” for the expensive A- 
bombs. 


From another service, the 
navy, comes word that substan- 
tial progress is being made in 
the long and difficult task of 
making. guided...missiles.._really.

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Patience Needed To Get 
Amaryllis To Bloom 


By JACK & HILDA BEASTALL 
The first question to reach me 
from a reader is on amaryllis. 
Mrs. McC, asks why her ama- 
ryllis bulbs do not bloom. She 
has had them for two years and 
so far they have failed to flower. 
Right here we have to confess 
that small amaryllis bulbs have 
been plagueing us for the past 
three years. A few dozen tiny 
bulbs were set in half a dozen 
large pots during October, 1947, 
and kept barely moist and just 
free from frost until the follow- 
ing February,, when both heat 
and water were increased. 

Since then the bulbs have kept 
in continuous growth and un- 
disturbed. We felt they were 
too small to survive a complete 
rest during summer, but shall 
try it next year. 

The amaryllis is a native of 
the tropics, and in our latitude 
can be brought into flower dur- 
ing the winter only if given suf- 
ficient heat. October, or early 
November, is the time to start 
the bulbs into growth. 


NEED HEAVY LOAM 


ture consists of a heavy loam to 

The most suitable potting mix- 
which has been added one-fourth 
the bulk of well-rotted manure, 
and the bulbs are set sd, that 
two-thirds are above the surface 
of the soil. With moderate water- 
ing, and temperatures of 70 de- 
grees F., flowers may be ex- 
pected in January or early Feb- 
ruary. 

It is after flowering that the 
amaryllis needs careful atten- 
tion. Large quantities of water, 
three applications of complete 
fertilizer, and a relatively high 
temperature will aid develop- 
ment of the bulb for the follow- 
ing season, 

In early summer the bulbs 
are put to rest by reducing the 
moisture and allowing to be- 


come dry. Before starting into 
growth ‘the following fall, re- 
move some of the top soil and 
replace with fresh -compost, but 
do not disturb the bulbs. 

Mrs. McC, buried the pots out- 
side for the summer, in full sun. 
This procedure is quite satisfac- 
tory providing they received no 
water. As to whether the bulbs 
are too small to flower, it is dif- 
ficult to say without seeing 
them, but a book on commercial 
flower culture says: “Under 
favorable conditions flowers may 
be secured in two years from 
seed.” 

That sounds encouraging, and 
we hope we all have our ama- 
ryllis burst forth into glorious 
bloom early next year.

The last report on military 
casualties—up to July 1—showed 
the British army lost 113 men, 
including Indian Gurkha soldiers. 
A total of 188 were wounded. 
Losses in the R.A.F. were 27} 
killed and one wounded. The 
Royal Navy listed one wounded. | 

Some British authorities are 
hopeful that during 1951 it will 
be possible to withdraw the 17,000 
British troops from Malaya. With 
this idea in mind, special com- 
panies of police are being or- 
ganized on a semi-military basis 
to take over the jungle warfare. 

Britain is sending jet planes to 
Malaya to aid in the air strikes 
against Communist terrorist

British authorities claim much 
progress has been made in the} 
last 28 months in wiping out 
terrorist bands, but it seems they 
still have a long way to go, for 
every day brings news of shoot- 
ings, lootings, train derailments 
and sabotage.

DISCOVERIES IN NEVADA 
Primitive Man Traced 


To 5,000 B.C. In US. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—Im- 
plements fashioned by primitive 
man in about 5000 B.C., the most 
ancient reported so far in the 
western hemisphere, have been 
uncovered by anthropologists 
from the University of California. 

University anthropology stu- 
dents, working under Robert F. 
Heizer, associate professor of an- 
thropology, discovered the pre- 
historic cache near Lovelock, 
Nev., in a dry rock shelter at the 
base of an overhanging cliff. 

In the shelter, buried under de- 
posits of rock, dust and bat 
guano, wooden spéar shafts were 
uncovered which were determined 
by the “carbon 14” method to be 
about 7,300 to 9,000 years old. 

The new “carbon 14” method 
is a technique developed by nuc- 
lear physicists for determining 
the “exact” date of prehistoric 
materials. 

In the upper layer at the exca- 
vation site, the archeologists 
found basket and arrow  frag- 
ments of relatively recent origin, 
dating back about 2,500 years. 
Below the upper crust, buried in 
layers of bat guano, spear shafts, 
spear points, pieces of string and 
evidence of camp fires were em- 


bedded and were found to be as 
mutch as 9,000 years old by the 
carbon 14 technique. 

Lake gravels at the bottom of 
the site were estimated to be 
25,000 years old. 

From these findings and a sur- 
vey of other sites in the area, the 
scientists now believe rhost of 
western Nevada was once cov- 
ered by a fresh glacial lake about 
600 feet deep. 

Heizer said the area was first 
occupied by man between 7,000 
ana 9,000 years ago after the lake 
had receded, and then was aban- 
doned because of a dry weather 
cycle. 

The evidence shows the section 
was not occupied again’ until 
2,500 or 3,000 years ago, Heizer 
said. 

The dating technique, the “car- 
bon 14” method was done by Dr. 
W. F. Libby of the institute for 
nuclear studies at the University 
of Chicago. 

It is calculated by determining 
the degree of radio activity .of 
the remaining carbon of the an- 
cient implements. The carbon con- 
tent of the artifacts. undergoes 
radioactive distintegration at ‘a 
measurable rate which reaches 
the halfway mark at 5,270 years.

Favor Race Separation 


Natives Encroaching On White Towns 
With Big Industry And Labor Demands 


JOHANNESBURG (CP)—Supporters of Prime Minister 
Daniel Malan’s policy of apartheid—race separation—¢laim it 
is capturing the imagination of white South Africa because 
the huge reservoir of Africans in the native reserve has broken 


its historie bounds. 

Throughout South Africa, 
natives are pictured as pouring 
into towns which, only a few 
years ago, were predominantly 
white. 

Since the beginning of white 
civilization in South Africa there 
has been a sort of geographical 
apartheid. The Africans are 
largely concentrated along the 
immense watershed of the Dra- 
kensberg, a range of mountains 
just inland from the east coast, 
running hundreds of miles from 
north to south. 

A century ago, in a series of 
wars and campaigns by Boers 
and English troops, white civ- 
fiization pressed them back to 
the mountains and then turned 
north and skirted them to the 
Rhodesian border and beyond. 


CROWDING WHITE AREAS 
Now the rise of South African 
industry has broken the dikes. 
With few prospects of a slim 
livelihood in their own crowded 
reserves and the reasonable cer- 
tainty of jobs and: wages inthe 
factory and mining towns, native 
youth began trickling into the 
white area shortly after the turn 
of the century. The First World 
War saw the stream of native 
immigration swelling, and it 
grew steadily between the wars. 
Then the Second World “War 
turned the stream into a flood. 
Since 1939 tens of thousands of 
Africans have flowed into every 
nook and cranny of the white 
industrial system. Overnight, 
satellite African townships 
sprang up around every one of 
the Union’s major towns. Even 
smaller towns and villages, 
wherever there is a _ factory 
chimney, have found new black 
populations on their doorstep. 
Even under the previous gov- 
‘ernment, led. by the late Field 
Marshal Jan C. Smuts, town 


after town erected legislative 
barriers against the encroaching 
natives. But these paper controls 
had little effect. 

One reaction was to bring de- 
feat to Gen. Smuts’ government 
at the height of his power, be- 
cause inevitably linked with his 
name was the policy. .of indus- 
trialization and the vision of 
satellite African townships 
around every white town. 

While Smuts lived, his United 
Party stood firm on this policy. 
Only a few days after his death 
in September it began to waver. 
The tide of white fear was too 
strong. 

Now the flood is lapping about 
the cities and finding the Euro- 
peans unprepared. Even Dr. 
Malan’s Nationalist Party so far 
has little more to offer than a 
slogan, a vision of a ——, to 
the geographical separati of 
the last century. It is a vision 
which finds increasing support 
among the whites. Its practical 
application . meets. physical. .re- 
sistance and world hostility.

The swimmer 
leaves at the -starter’s signal 
and the stop watches begin to 
tick in the timers’ hands, Then 
it’s just a matter of finding 
out if the swimmer can cover 
the set distance in fewer ticks 
than anyone else who has tried 

for the national mark, 
There are a few technicalities.

: be certified. At 
least three tested 
watches have to 
be used. A ref- 
eree has to see 
that the candi- 
date doesn’t beat 
the gun at the 
start and has to 
watch that turns

IF THE FIGURE is below the 
accepted ‘mark, and if the at- 
tempt has been properly sanc- 
tioned, the recorder fills out a 
form_in_ triplicate asking the na- 
tional. body to recognize it.

YOU CAN SEE A little tense- 
ness in her, in spite of her ef- 
forts to relax..

There has to be that keeness, 
that keying up, though the veter- 
ans hide, it fairly well under a 
veneer of casual reactions. 

In the brief seconds before 
she starts, she has to drop the 
physical tension. Relaxation is 
essential unless She is going to 
fight herself when she should 
be fighting the clock. It comes 
with loose shaking of the arms, 
little sagging exercises at the 
knees. 

Then she’s in the air and strik- 
ing the water. Now it’s all 
rhythm, timing and drive. She 
has to hit her peak and stay at 
it until she completes the dis- 
tance. Her strength has to last 
until she reaches the pool end on 
the final lap. She can’t expect 
to break records if she staggers 
in, though some do. She has 
no. great hope of posting her 
best time if she finishes with 
energy to spare. It’s a nice 
guaging process in spending 
strength. And all the time she 
has to swim true, 


THIS IS WHERE the care- 
fully cultivated stroke pays off, 
the full use of all muscles for 
maximum effect. That has to 
be automatic. In the water she 
can concentrate only on pace. 

You watch her tiring, but still 
keeping a steady rhythm, and 
you feel for her when she hits 
the spill rail with her hand at 
the end of the attempt, to hang 
on for a while until new strength 
flows back. 

Maybe you wonder why any- 
one should want to go through 
a trial like that. There is no 
prize—only the hope that a per- 
son’s name may go down in a 
record book. But there's a deep 
exaltation to it. That is a goal 
beyond the prize. 

And you may wonder when a 
youngster first thinks of setting 
a record. The idea starts early. 
It begins witha kid watching a 
star swimmer cut through the 
water at a rate he or she hopes 
some day to equal. It grows as 
the youngster improves. It be- 
comes the absorbing interest 
in races. 


THE NEW RECORD is actiieve- 
ment—nothing you can trade and 
nothing you can sell in itself, 
but something that you can hold, 
that is yours. It is excellence. 

That’s part of the reason why 
adults go down to officiate at 
time trials. They see the objec- 
tive. not just as a new listing in 
a book of statistics, but as sure 
evidence of a wholesome deter- 
mination in a. performer who is 
saying: “This is what I want. 
This is the thing for which I'm 
Prepared to make sacrifices,” 
“It’s thie older félks way of en-

for something better, so that

Brown, Campbell River author

Mr. Haig-Brown’s stand in 
turn was criticized by Bernard 
Gillies, S. J. Willis Junior High 
School principal, who thanked 
the speaker for his address, 


“It is thought normal to spend 
a half-million dollars for a cen- 
tral school in a small district; 
thousands for a workshop, audi- 
torium, and for school buses,” 
Mr. Haig-Brown said. “It is 
normal today to do without 
budgeting the $10,000 necessary 
to give the school a basic 
library....1¢ .is...¢0.-nerfnal that 
no one remarks about it except 
the children.” 4 
SEES LOTS OF WASTE 

He continued by saying that 
educational standards are stream- 
lined into an “unbelievable sem 
blance of efficiency,” that too 
much money is being spent on 
filing systems, printing, and 
public address systems, and that 
the bulk of education cost, such 
as transportation and admini- 
stration is sheer waste. 

He also criticized the lack of 
religious training in schools, say- 
ing that children are “itterly 
ignorant of Christianity.” Fur- 
ther, he said, the tendency to- 
wards “stagnation, decay, and 
decadence” should be arrested. 

Mr. Gillies pointed out that 
there were two sides to the

YOUR BABY AND MINE

It isn’t unusual for readers to 
ask me to write on subjects 
which are far afield of this 
column's interests. I am always 
happy to oblige when the sub- 
ject belongs’ rightfully within 
the scope of my work, but I am 
ever careful not to _ infringe 
upon subjects other columnists 
in the paper are privileged to 
cover.

Differences In Scan dinewion Daaoks 
Hinders Unity, Says Correspondent

Since South has 
no four-card major, he is re- 
quired to bid two diamonds with 
a sketchy opening bid and two 
no-trump with a solid opening 
bid. i 

Even though the opening bid 
of one no-trump is fairly well 
standardized, there are certain 
liberties that may be taken. For 
example, South would have a 
reasonable enough bid for one 
no-trump if his queen of dia- 
monds were a lower card, such 
as the ten. It wouldn't be as good 
a hand, of course, but it would 
be good enough for the opening 
bit of one no-trump.

tor’s own senses. They include 
what the doctor can- see, what 
he can feel, what he can tell by 
thumping (which is used most 
commonly on the chest), and 
what he can hear — usually 
through an instrument called 
the stethoscope. 

All these methods are still 
used Ay the physican, and are 
invaluable in making a diagno- 
sis. Medical students are given 
long instruction in using . their. 
senses in these ways, and the 
really talented and experienced 
physician develops an almost un- 
canny skill in using his senses. 


To these time-tested methods 
of physical examination there 
have been added a large number 
of special tests which aid the 
physician in making his diagno- 
sis, deciding on the treatment, 
and following the results of the 
treatment, 


X-RAY IMPORTANT 


One of the most important of 
these is the X-ray, which aids: in- 
so many ways. Practically no 
one tries to set a bone unless an 
X-ray has been made. The X-ray 
helps to make a diagnosis of 
tuberculosis earlier than almost 
any other method. It is used in 
the study of ulcer of the stomach 
and other disorders of the in- 
testinal tract. 


The physical examination to- 
day is not complete unless the 
blood pressure has been taken 
with the aid of an instrument, 
and unless samples of blood and 
urine have been obtained from 
the patient, looked at under the 
microscope, and subjected to cer- 
tain special tests. At least three 
tests are applied to the blood: 
counting the white cells, count- 
ing the red cells, and testing the 
iron. in. the blopd for. anemia, 
Minimum tests of the urine in- 
clude” its” éxamnination for pus, 
for sugar (diabetes), and for ab- 
normal protein (usually a sign 
of Bright’s disease). In addition 
to these routine studies both 
blood and urine can be tested in 
many other ways for various 
chemical disturbances. 


OTHER TESTS AVAILABLE 


The physician has a great 
many other ingenious instru- 
ments and tests which he can 
utilize if the symptoms of the 
patient indicate that they are 
needed. A few of these may be 
mentioned: the electrocardio- 
graph for the study of the heart, 
the basal metabolism for the 
study of the thyroid, examina- 
tion of the spinal fluid for the 
study of the nervous system, 
and a new instrument for re 
cording the brain waves which 
is useful in epilepsy and other 
disorders of the brain.

CHICAGO (AP)—A dead wom- 
an’s kidney transplanted into a 
once-doomed woman's body June 
17 is functioning, the surgeons 
who performed the wunpreced- 
ented operation reported today. 

Their tests’ have indicated, 
however, that its activity is be- 
low par. And they add that 
conclusions “are necessarily with- 
held until there is more evidence 


of the permanency of the graft.” 

The operation that may bring

Early Trial 
In Attempted 
Assassination 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Gov- 
ernment prosecutors said today 
they hope to bring Oscar Col- 
lazo, the would-be assassin of 
President Truman, to trial as a 
common murderer within - 30 
days. 

They said ft is possible that 
all individuals who may have 
aided Callazo and Griselio Tor- 
resola, his slain fellow Puerto 
Rican revolutionist, will be tried 
with him. 

Callazo, a slight 37-year-old 
Puerto Rican, will be arraigned 
formally on charges of murder 
in the first degree on Nov. 21. 
Justice departments said they 
could see no reason why his trial 
could not be started shortly 
thereafter. 

If others are tfied at the same 
time, it would be the first mass 
trial to stem from an assassina- 
tion plot since 1863, when four 
persons, including a woman, 
were hanged for complicity in 
the slaying of Abraham Lincoln. 

Under District of Columbia 
law, it is a crime for anyone 
to help or encourage a murder 
plot. Like the murderer him- 
self, thosé convicted dre subject 
to death in the electric chait.
